1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  de- 
fray town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make  appropria- 
tion for  same. 

3.  To  choose  one  or  more  and  not  exceeding  three  Highway 
Agents,  for  the  ensuing  year. 

4.  To  hear  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Road  Agents, 
Overseers  of  the  Poor,  Library  Trustees  and  other  Town  Of- 
ficers and  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  Public  Library. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  Memorial  Day. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
hire  a  sum  of  money  to  pay  Town  debts  or  take  any  action  rel- 
ative thereto. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State  Aid  Mainte- 
nance, raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  dollars 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 


10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State  Aid  Con- 
struction, raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  seven  hundred 
ninety-three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  the  permanent  improve- 
ment fund  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  complete  the  State  High- 
way to  the  Lyndeborough  line,  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  hire 
money  for  the  same,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  replace  the  kerosene  street 
lamps  with  electric  lights,  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  wire  the  Town  Hall 
and  other  public  buildings  for  electric  lights,  raise  and  ap- 
propriate money  for  the  same  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  Rufus  Hardy  lot  in  the  Old 
Cemetery,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.
